¢ That Obfcurity which has fo long reign’d in Poli- 
tical Affairs, begins to diffipate by degrees, fo that we 
already diftinguish fome ‘Ihings pretty plainly, and 
make a tolerable Guefs at others. 

‘ We learn by Letters from Stockholm of Avg. 22. 
That fince War was declared, there appeared a great 
Unanimity in the Diet, thofe who oppofed it while it 
was yet under Confideration, fhewing now the utmott 
Zeal and Alecrity in taking Meafures for fuccefsfully 
carrying iton. The Swedith Patriots {peak freely in 
a Debate, but when a Refolution is pafled, they no 
longer purfue their own Schemes, but adhere to thole 
of the State. There isa Report that the King will 
go in Perfon to command the Troops in Finland, but 
this is dubious ; tho’ it is certain that we fhall quickly 
hear of Operations on that Side. Mr. Burnaby, the 
Britifh Minifter, is aétually departed for Copenhagen. 
He had the Misfortune to be upon bad Terms with 
Count Gyllenburg, who is at the Head of the new 
Adminittration, and who is as enterprizing a Minifter 
as ever had the Direétion of Affairs in the North. 

‘ Hanover, Aug. 29. We have the Satisfaction of 
feeing his Britannick Majelty’s Meafures applauded 
by all the true Patriots in Germany. He has, with. 
out Boafting, formed fuch a Plan for the Prefervation 
of the Peace of the Empire, as will either have its Ef. 
fet, or demonftrate to all the World the Injuftice of 
fuch as by Force fhall attempt to defeat it. The 
Troops in this Ele€torate will take the Field, and be 
join’d by all the Auxiliaries in a Fortnight or three 
Weeks time ; and it will then appear how groundle(s 
fome Reports were, which have been as afliduoufly 
propagated as malicioufly invented. The King of 
Pruffia’s Minifter here has declard, that his Mafter is 
by no means averfe to the Conclufion of a Peace, on 
the Terms propofed by Mr. Robinfon, but defires an 
Alteration in fome Points which are not of very great 
Importance ; and therefore we hope this thorny Nego-. 
ciation will be {peedily brought toa happy Conclufion. 
It is faid the King will not leave this Place fo foon as 
it'was reported ; the Security of the Proteftant Intereft, 
and the Tranquillity of Europe, rendering his Prefence 
in Germany neceflary for fome time longer. 

* Advices from St. Iidefonfo of Aug. 15. inform us, 
that there have been three Days publick Rejoicings for 
the raifing the Siege of Carthagena. ‘The Court, 
however, is very far trom being eafy ; having on the 
one hand jult Caufe to apprehend, that the King, 
whofe Ague returns upon him from time to time, will 
not lait long ; and on the other hand, there being as 
ja Reafons to fear that the Englifh are meditating 
fome Defign on the Canaries, while che Spanifh Fleet 
are block’d up in the Haven of Cales, and all Com- 
merce is ina manner fulpended. We flill talk of the 
Italian Expedition, but with very little Certainty ; 
only we know that the Cardinal, notwithftanding 
Appearances, will tale no brisk Meafures in favour of 
‘ Spain, till M. de Bully has been once again at Hano- 
ver, and made fome Propofitions of Peace to his Bri- 
tannick Majelty.
